Does any 
one Buppose he can fail to be benefit- 
ted on the sime principle that the 
institutions have been benefitted — 
through the medium of gathered in- 
formation and ideas. There are at pre- 
sent 8,000 pnpils under instruction in 
the deaf-mute schools of the United 
Nearly 600 teachers are en- 
gaged in their instruction. Out of 
this number, about one in four is a 
dea r -muL6 or semi mute Every one 
of these 155 deaf teachers should en- 
deavor to help forward the interests 
of this paper ; — not for the sake of the 
paper, but for the good of the deaf 
and dumb. No deaf-mute teacher 
should feel satisfied with the selfish 
r.fletion that as he is all right and 
secure in his position and enjoys the 
worldly comforts which it brings, it 
is none of his business what his less 
fortunate brethren may do. During 
tbe past year there has been a gain of 
eleven hearing teachers in the various 
institutions, but there is a falling off 
of one in the number of deaf teachers. 
There are almost one thousand more 
pnpils in tbe institutions than there 
were five Years ago, and since that 
lime there has been an increase of 
ninety seven in the number of hearing 
teachers, while just one has been add- 
ed to the aggregate of deaf-mute and 
semi-mute teachers. The deaf teach- 
er- of the deaf, and deaf-motes with 
ambition to beeome teachers, can 
draw their own conclusion from tbe 
above facts. Tbe Joukkai, intends to 
go right straight ahead, and voice the 
claims of every deserving deaf mute, 
and will leave it for them to judge 
whether or not it is to their interest 
to lend us their support and assistance. 
The goo I and able and true hearted 
hearing persons engaged in educating 
the deaf, are with us in our efforts to 
promote the welfare of deaf-mutes, 
ind the encouraging words which we 
SO frequently get from them, should 
certainly come as often and with as 
In-arty goodwill from all intelligent 
deaf per s o n s. During tbe year just 
closed, every important occurrence 
wmiieeted with deaf-mutes has been 
reported in the columns of the Jour- 
nal. It is safe to assert that there is 
more reliable original deaf-mute news 
published in this paper every week 
than in all the others combined

Professor Bell, of telephone fame, 
can easily master the one-hand al- 
phabet, as well its the two band one.

the one-hand alphabet only. 

1 1 I were principal of a dcif-mute 

institution, 1 would fearlessly order 
listants to use the two-hand al- 
phabet in their respective slasses every 

othet day. It would he a wise plan. 
If .ideal' mute, lucking the knowledge, 
met wit it an accident liow Could he he 
made known to a person not acquaint- 
ed with the one hand one. He could 

otherwise be well understood, if be 

could master both the one-hand and 

the two hand alphabets wall like Prof. 
Bell. If the Kcv. Dr. Gallaudel could 
have understood tbe two-hand alpha- 
bet as well M the one-hand one, he 
could, no doubt, have preached to flic 

deaf-mutes in London, when he last 
visited thai city Prof. Hell could 
have done if wiiiiottt ditlieully. 

At the south, I have met with 
several deaf-mute ladies, who could 
use the two hand alphabet with the 
quickness of lightning.
